■acts  was  to  deny  the  courtesy  of  the  Senate  to 
the  editor  of  the  Gazelci  da  Turde  because 
of  his  abolition  principles  and  color,  when 
it  is  well  known  that  he  himself  is  partly 
of  the  race  he  insults.  As  for  as  the  pres- 
ident ol  the  Senate  can  do,  it  is  clear  that 
Barao  de  Cotegipe  "ill  exert  an  influence 
whirl,  will  he  the  very  reverse  of  what  this 
country  most  needs.  As  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Chamber,  it  is  of  value  only  so 
far  as  it  outlines  the  preferences  and  preju- 
dices v\'  the  members.  The  entrance  o\'  Mar- 
tinho  Campos  into  the  ministry  and  shortly 
into  the  Senate,  will  make  necessary  the 
election  of  another  president.  From  the 
great    lack    of  ability  among    the    libera! 

deputies,  and  their  ready  acceptance  ol  Mar- 
tinho  Campos'  leadership,  there  is  a  fair  in- 
dication that  the  old-fashioned  slaveholding 
element  will  rule  the  country  with  but  very 
little  opposition.

Ox  the  istof  January  the  aggregate  stock 
ol  coffee  in  first  hands  in  European  ports  was 
2,043,000  hags,  or  over  twice  the  normal 
export  there  from  Brazil.  Much  of  this 
coffee  has  been  long  held  for  higher  prices. 
and  now  represents  an  enormous  loss.  On 
the  supposition  that  the  European  imports 
from  other  countries  will  remain  the  same, 
and  on  the  certainty  that  these  stocks  can 
not  be  held  another  year,  it  is  safe  to  predict  | 
a  large  diminution  in  Brazilian  exports  there 
during  the  present  year.  The  stocks  in 
American  ports  on  the  1st  instant  aggregated 
360,000  bags.  We  note  in  this  connection, 
also,  that  "fair  floating"  cargoes  have  fallen 
to  i)l/2  to  ()Yx  cents. 

Thk  opening  of  the  General  Assembly 
finally  occurred  on  the  17th  instant,  with 
die  customary  formalities.  The  speech  from 
the  throne  was  as  brief  as  usual;  it  was  void 
of  any  statement  of  importance,  and  out- 
lined no  policy  for  the  future.  Those  who 
expected  some  recommendation  on  the  sub- 
ject of  emancipation  were  utterly  disappoint- 
ed; there  was  not  even  a  hint  that  the  gov- 
ernment entertained  an  intention  of  the 
kind.  The  only  statement  with  regard  to 
the  finances  was  a  remarkable  one  and  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  last  budget  law  had 
produced  a  surplus,  with  which  the  credit 
operations  of  the  nation  in  behalf  of  railways 
and  other  improvements  could  be  diminished. 
There  are  so  many  urgent  questions  upon 
which  the  government  should  have  clear, 
well  defined  opinions,  that  their  absence 
from   the  Emperor's  speech  is  deeply  to  be 


The  organization  of  the  two  branches  ot 
the  General  Assembly  took  place  on  the 
18th  instant.  In  the  Senate  the  resignation 
of  Visconde  dejaguary  as  president  was  re- 
ceived, and  Bariio  de  Cotegipe  was  elected 
to  till  the  vacancy  by  36  out  of  38  votes. 
The  session-  of  the  18th  and  19th  were  de- 
voted to  the  election  of  committees.  In  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  the  provincial  organi- 
zation under  the  presidency  of  Deputy  Mar- 
tinho  Campos  was  continued,  alter  which 
the  business  of  deciding  election  returns  was 
resumed.  The  reports  of  the  ministers, 
with  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  were 
presented  on  the  afternoon  of  the  19th. 
This  organization  of  the  two  chambers  must 
be  considered  significant  at  this  time.  be 
cause  it  is  decidedly  antagonistic  to  all  fur- 
ther measures  of  reform.  In  the  hands  of 
Barao  de  Cotegipe  and  Counselor  Martinho 
Campos,  there  will  be  no  further  tuleration 
of  abolition,  civil  reform,  tariff  revisions,  or 
administrative  economy.  The  record  of  the 
first  in  the  Caxias  ministry  is  not  yet  forgotten, 
and  his  career  since  leaves  no  hope  that  he 


In   pursuance  of  a    long-cherished 
Counselor  Jose-  Antonio  Saraiva  lias  at  last 
retired  from  the  ministry,  his  colleagues  go- 
ing with  him.      It  is  well    known  that  the 
restraints  and    exactions  of  office  have  been 
unpleasant  to  him,  especially  as  his  health 
has  long  been    an  uncertain  factor,  and  his 
private  affairs  have  been  demanding  his  per- 
sonal   attention,      All    things    considered, 
the  retirement  of  Premier  Saraiva  is  a  matter 
for  sincere    regret,    and    it    will  be  a  long 
time  before  his  position  will  be  filled   with 
a  man   equally  able  and   trustworthy.      His 
honesty  and  sincerity,  even  in  matters  where 
he  had  clearly  erred,  were  never  questioned; 
in  fact,  these  qualities  were  so  unquestioned 
that   it    often    became  a   matter  uf  great  dif- 
ficulty even  to  criticise.      Of  his  cabinet  col- 
leagues   we    may    not    say  as   much,  but 
from   the  ousel  the)'  hare  fairly  represented 
the  intelligence  and  influence  of  their  party. 
Some    of  them   have    disappointed  expec- 
tation tail  they  hue  left  a  record  notwith- 
standing which   will  give    diem  an  enviable 
rank    among    Brazilian     ministries.      As    to 
the  successor  of  Premier  Saraiva,  who  retires 
with  so  much  general  respect  and  esteem,  it 
is  best  to    say  little.     Counselor  Martinho 
Campos  has   long   been   recognized  as  the 
ablest    parliamentarian    in    the    Chamber, 
and  has  been  known  as  one  of  the  most  in- 
fluential leaders  in  the  liberal  parly.      He  is 
more  of  a  partisan,  however,  than  a  states- 
man,  and  no  broad  policy  will  characterize 
his   brief  administration.      Mis    colleagues, 
so  far  as  chosen,   are    mostly  untried  men 
who  owe    their    selection    more  to  a  com- 
promise  and  agreement  between   the  party 
leaders,   than  to  any  proved  fitness  for  their 
positions.     Again- 1    the    opposition    ol   the 
conservative   minority   under  the  leadership 
of  Deputies   Paulino,  Ferreira  Vianua,  liel- 
isario.  and    Andrade   Figueira,  they  can  do

Ox  the  occasion  of  placing  22,371  prefer- 
red shares  of/20  each  on  the  London  mar- 
ket for  the  construction  of  six  central 
usines  in  the  province  of  Pernambuco,  the 
Tims  calls  attention  to  these  various  enter- 
prises guaranteed  by  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment, and  asks  for  the  total  amount  of  capital 
so  far  invested  under  such  guarantee,  In 
response  to  this  inquiry  the  Jomal  do  Com- 
memo  of  the  18th  instant  gives  the  following 
information,  The  concessions  recently

7  per  cent,  upon  2, 100,000:$  and  6  per  cent, 
upon  another  2,100,000$  lor  the  construc- 
tion of  six  central  usines  in  Periiumbuco.

The  government  lias  finally  decided  to 
make  another  loan,  notwithstanding  the 
"balance''  mentioned  in  the  speech  from  the 
throne,  the  flattering  increase  in  receipts, 
and  the  increasing  expenditures  on  public 
improvements.  The  last  loan  was  realized 
in  1879  and  was  for  51,885.000s.  A  semi- 
official announcement  now  slates  that  there 
remains  a  deficit  of  5.321,2:75208  from  the 
year  1879-80,  tre.isury  bills  of  28,944.700s,

liability    of    10/141, 47°S5"4    per    annum. 
Almost  nine-tenths  of  the  capital   ( 100,000,- 
000$}  authorized  by  the  law  of  1873  has  al- 
ready been  invested.      Although  these  guar- 
antees  in    some   cases    prove   to    he    only 
nominal,  and  in  others  partial,  they  actually 
represent    to-day  an   annual  expenditureof 
4,  272,8008540,  [according  to  the  ministers 
official    estimates  for   the  coining   year.      If 
therefore  the  lines  already  constructed,  and 
with    the  choice  of  routes  throughout    the 
whole  empire,   are  unable  to  pay  interest  on 
their  capital  investments,  is  it  at  all  probable 
that  10,000  kilometers   of  new  lines  will  he 
able  to  pay  any  interest  whatever  upon   the 
capital  invested  in  them  ?     Is  there  even  a 
probability  that  75  per  cent,  of  them  will  he 
able  to  pay  working  expenses?     We  I  elicve 
most  thoroughly  in  the  railway  as  a  wealth- 
producing  and  beneficent  agent  in  our  civil- 
ization,   but   our    faith    is    not  of  that  kind 
which   would   anticipate   good  results    from 
an    unnecessary  or    badly-located    road.      A 
railway  is  simplv  an  instrument,  and  in   the 
hands  ofan  intelligent,  progressive  people  it 
is   of  incalculable  value.     A  railway,  how- 
ever, will  not  make  wheat,  cotton  or  coffee 
grow  in  the  wilderness:  it  will  not  make  an 
idle  population  work  ;  it  will  not  buildup 
furnaces  and   factories;  it  will  not  supply 
even  the    intelligent   administration    upon 
which    it    SO    much     depends.      There   are 
many  things  which   must  go  in  advance  of 
the  railway    in  order   to    best  utilize  it.   and 
these  things  seem  to  have  been  wholly  over- 
looked   in    this   mistaken     scheme.     There 
must  be  population,  and  industry,  and  enter- 
prise; there  must  be  products,  and  markets, 
and   cheap    transportation.     It    should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  money  invested  in  a 
railway   line  is  not    simply  invested    in  its 
tracks,  buildings  and  rolling  stock,  but  it  is 
practically    invested    in  the    industries    and 
enteiprise  and  development   of  the   local- 
ities through  which  it  runs.    The  iron  tracks 
and  wheels  themselves  afford  ou  revenue, 
but  it  is  the  wheat  fields  or  coffee  orchards 
along  the  line  from  which  the  profits  must 
come.

THE  STATE  LOTTERIES, 

Those  who  are  interested  in  the  lottery 
question  will  find  entertaining  reading  in 
an  imperial  decree  of  the  14th  instant,  pub- 
lished on  the  zoih,  which  specifies  the  order 
in  which  the  general  lotteries  shall  be  drawn 
during  the  present  year.  The  list  given 
specifies  seventeen  distinct  classes,  to  which 
sixty  drawings  are  accorded  for  the  year— 
the  6th  and  -th  drawings  not  being  specified. 
The  seventeen  classes,  with  the  number  ot 
drawings  realized  to  the  close  of  1 88 1  and 
the  number  authorized  for  the  present  year, 
are  as  follows:

It  will  be  seen  from  this  list  that  these 
seventeen  general  lottery  enterprises  have 
already  afflicted  this  unfortunate  city  with 
700  drawings,  which  are  to  be  increased  by 
60  during  the  present  year.  Astonishing  as 
this  result  is,  it  is  as  nothing  beside  that 
greater  number  of  provincial,  municipal  and 
special  lotteries  which  are  constantly  in 
operation.  The  n:ania  ha*-  gone  so  far  that 
every  charitable  object,  every  parish  church, 
many  school  projects,  and  many  memorial 
projects  such  as  served  fur  the  Ypiranga 
iotterv,  are  made  to  serve  as  excuse  and 
pretext  for  drawings.  Brazil  has  literally 
become  one  huge  gambling  den— and  the 
church  and  the  state  are  not  only  its  spon- 
sors, but  live  upon  its  spoils. 

Much  has  already  been  said  upon  the  evil 
influences  of  this  practice,  but  we  can  not 
see  that  it  has  had  any  effect  whatever.     The 


ANOTHER  SLAVE  HORROR. 

In  a  slave-holding  country  the  right 
punishing  a  slave  is  one  ol  the  unwritten 
laws.  No  one  denies  the  right  of  the  master 
to  punish  his  slave  any  more  than  his  child, 
and  no  one  would  care  to  interfere  even 
were  the  punishment  carried  beyond  the 
bounds  of  reason  and  justice.  For  this 
reason  thegreat  majority  of  cruelties  practiced 
upon  plantations  never  come  to  light.  It  is 
only  when  some  exceptional  case  v\'  cruelty 
becomes  known,  as  in  the  case  of  the  boy 
Jeronymo  at  Pelotas,  whose  persecutor  has 
never  been  brought  to  justice,  or  that  of  the 
girl  Monica,  whose  brutal  mistress  is  still  at 
large,  that  the  popular  indignation  isaroused 
and  efforts  are  seemingly  made  to  throw  the 
protection  of  the  law  around  a  helpless,  per- 
secuted class.  One  of  these  instances  of 
brutality  recently  occurred  in  the  sertdo  of 
die  province  of  Parahyba,  and  is  related 
by  a  provincial  journal,  the  Tara/tyba,  as 
follows,  the  story  being  told  by  a  resident 
of  So  Liza  on  December  4th: 

(in  the  26th  ult.  [November]  Dr.  Francisco  Jose 
dc  Souzn,  residing  011  the  I.ivramenlo  plantation  in 
this  district,  went  to  the  house  of  Dr.  Maria,  then 
exercising  die  authority  of/w/s  th-  d'treite,  where  also 
happened  to  be  present  Lieut,  Col.  Jonquim  Jose1 
de  Soiua,  jut's  municipal  in  charge,  and  declared 
that,  having  ordered  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  to 
two  hundred  lashes  to  lie  given  mi  die  24th  to  his 
•-lave,  named  Miguel,  50  years  of  age,  he  [die 
slave]  felt  some  slight  indisposition;  lie  worked  as 
usual,  however,  on  the  23rd  and  24th,  hut  on  the 
25th,  being  locked  up  in  his  sleeping  room  chained 
and  manacled,  because  he  was  a  runaway,  he  drank 
n  ureal  quantity  of  lye,  winch  he  had  tillered  in  the 
.same  room,  and  on  the  261I1,  at  S  in  die  morning, 
he  died;  that  the  police  of  his  district  being  little 
.skilled  in  examination  and  l>eiiig  able  to  com- 
promise him,  be  had  come  to  ask  those  function- 
aries to  go  to  the  new  village  of  S.  Jofto  and  to 
proceed  to  the  referred  examination,  ill  view  of  die 
delegudo  of  the  district  being  absent  on  service. 

The  judges  did  not  delay  and  at  10  o'clock  on  the 
following  morning  they  arrived  there,  finding  the 
population  in  excitement  because  of  n  report  that  the 
slave  had  died  in  the  whipping. 

Experts  being  nominated  by  the  juts  Municipal 
and  the  corpse  exposed  in  presence  of  over  a  hun- 
dred persons  of  every  persuasion,  it  was  stripped  — 
and  a  cry  of  horror  went  oui  from  every  mouth  ! 

The  body  presented  a  most  horrible  aspect :  some- 
what swollen,  the  skin  was  literally  burned  and 
separated  from  the  body  at  the  slightest  touch,  with 
the  exception  of  the  face,  head,  leet  and  hands; 
large  black  bruises  on  the  right  side  and  ribs,  deep 
wounds  in  various  parts  of  the  body,  and  great  water 
blisters;  this  was  the  anterior  appearance;  turning 
the  corpse,  it  was  seen  with  anguish  that  the  whole 
region  between  the  buttocks  and  the  shoulder  blades 
was  one  single  deep  sore,  with  furrows  and  cavities 
more  or  less  deep. 

The  people  broke  down  the  fabric  of  explanations 
and  hurled  reproaches  upon. Dr.  Souza,  who  was 
present  and  seemed  the  image  of  consternation,  ask- 
ing that  the  corpse  should  be  opened  lor  verilying 
the  internal  injury  done  by  the  lye  which  Miguel 
had  drunk,  as  lie  said. 

The  people  cried  that  lliat  was  not  necessary,  and 
that  the  lashes  and  baths  of  boiling  water  were  the 
cause  of  his  death! 

Dr.  Mariz  restrained  the  people  with  genlleness, 
and  the  juiz  municipal  ordered  the  corpse  lo  lie 
opened,  an  operation  which,  through  a  lack  of  pro- 
fessionals, was  done  with  more  or  less  regularity. 

The  stomach  was  intact  and  also  t he  throat,  only 
the  posterior  part  of  the  liver,  part  of  the  lungs  and 
kidneys  were  as  though  bruised;  the  longue  was 
intact  from  the  middle  to  the  root  but  burned  at  the 
tip  which  Indicated  an  attempt  to  put  lye  in  the 
inuudi  of  the  corpse! 

In  the  parts  corresponding  to  the  sides  all  the 
tissues  were  black   and  suffused.     There   had  been 


hemorrhage,  as  shown  by  the  alum- 
which  flowed  from  the  mouth  and 
nose  of  the  corpse  during  the  journey  of  two  leagues! 

The  examination  was  minute  and  occasioned  hor- 
ror!  h  hail  been  an  atrocious  punishment  ol  the 
poor  slave  ! 

Dr  Mariz  and  die  jtth  municipal  returned  011  the 
2Sth,  and  the  former  as  soon  as  he  arrived  in  this 
city  notified  Delegadu  Felinto  Jose1  Furtado  that  lie 
should  go  lo  I.ivramenlo  wilhou.  loss  of  lime,  and 
make  the  necessary  examination  into  this  and  other 
facts  wtih  whHi  the  public  mind  was  then  occupied. 

The  i/c/cnnln  arrived  that  night  and  Mariz  being 
then  in  the  exercise  "|  municipal  authority,  the////s 
tic  diicito  having  assumed  his  charge,  left  with  dial 
official  at  one  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  291I1  for 
that  plantation  where  they  arrived  at  6  o'clock  with 
a  force  under  the  orders  of  Lieut.  1'antas. 

They  searched  for  and  examined  everything  sus- 
pected in  a  ease  of  punishment !  There  were  lound 
various  iron  manacles,  chains,  whips,  fetters,  and  an 
instrument  consisting  of  an  iron  ring  with  a  tongue 
on  whose  extremity  was  a  large  hell,  which  is  used 
for  pulling  on  the  necks  of  runaway  slaves. 

The  room  in  which  Miguel  died  was  worse  than 
the  dungeon  ofTnco,  the  difference  being  the  greater 
from  its  being  inhabited  by  two  and  having  two 
baskets  or  ashes,  two  satchels  also  full  of  ashes, 
gourds  and  other  similar  things;  it  exhaled  a  bad 
insupportable  odor  ad-sing  from  clots  of  blood  in 
various  parts,  and  having  a  damp  soil  in  an  exten- 
sion of  seven  furl/ws  [$  inches]  in  length  by  three 
and  one  half  in  breadth,  with  a  depih  of  from  three 
and  one-half  to  live  inches.  The  ground  within  this 
extension  was  insupporUibly  fetid.

If  these  people  can  he  tried,  and 
convicted,  and  punished,  as  murderers,  noth- 
ing more  than  justice  will  he  done  1  Any- 
thing less  will  be  a  confession  that  the  law  is 
powerless  or  indifferent  before  such  blood- 
thirsty, inhuman  cruelties!

Miguel,  besides  the  whipping  of  the  22nd,  to 
which  lie  would  inevitably  have  succumbed,  suffer- 
ed a  greater  one  on  the  24th,  applied  by  his  master 
r.nd,  after  his  becoming  wearied,  by  another  slave, 
the  ignorant  instrument  of  the  vices  of  the  master. 
After  this  scene  he  went,  lalling,  to  his  house  (be  was 
in  the  field),  and  had  so  great  a  thirst  that  he  drank 
his  own  urine! 

To  his  wounds  there  were  applied  sab.  onions  and 
tobacco! 
What  balsam  ! 

The  most  horrible  of  all  is  that  the  wife  of  Dr. 
Souza  is  the  principal  aulhor  ol  all  these  per- 
versities! 

And  this  is  that  humane  institution  about 
which  we  have  heard  so  much — "the  cor- 
ner-stone of  xuir  civilization,"  according  to 
Belforle  Duarte,  the  indispensible  factor  of 
our  existence,  according  to  Martini  Fran- 
cisco, and  the  sacred  privilege  which  Marti- 
nho  Campos  would  defend  against  the  aboli- 
tionists with  revolver  in  hand!  This  is  the 
institution  which  Brazil  proposes  lo  nourish 
until  the  lingering  torture  of  gradual  eman- 
cipation shall  wear  itself  out !  This  is  the 
institution  upon  which  the  wealth  and  dev- 
elopment of  the  country  are  based  !

And  ibis  is  the  ac- 
cursed institution,  called  Brazilian  slavery, 
which  we  take  pleasure  in  recommending  to 
some  benevolent  gentlemen  of  London, 
whose  great  concern  once  WftS  to  keep  slaves 
in  bondage  to  prevtnt  their  being  injured 
by  freedom  I 

About  such  acts  as  these,  there  can  be  but 
one  opinion!  They  are  the  legitimate  fruit 
of  an  institution  so  bloody,  and  cruel,  and 
brutal,  that  eternity  will  never  be  able  to 
obliterate  its  accursed  stains  !

A  year  has  passed  since  the  last  Report  of 
tins  mission  was  printed  and  circulated  ; 
and  the  Committee  are  thankful  to  say  thai 
during  these  twelve  months  the  work  has 
been  steadily  going  on,  and,  as  thev  believe, 
with  good  results. 

Although  it  is  impossible  in  such  a  work 
us  this  lo  furnish  many  statistics,  yet  some 
idea  of  its  character  may  be  gathered  from 
the  following  facts : 

A  service  has  been  held  each  Sunday  at 
the  mission  room,  and  has  been  fairly  attend- 
ed by  men  ashore;  besides  it  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  missionary  on  the  Sunday  lo 
goaround  to  the  boarding-houses  and  address 
the  inmates  personally;  frequently,  tuo,  at 
the  invitation  of  captains  be  has  conducted 
a  short  service  on  board  ship. 

During  the  week  he  has  visited  the 
English  and  American  shipping  in  the 
harbour,  both  sailing  vessels  and  steamers  ; 
and  on  shore  the  boarding-houses,  the 
hospitals,  the  house  of  detention,  etc.,  and 
has  distributed  some  thousands  of  testaments, 
tracts,  and  papers,  with  words  of  exhortation 
and  advice  to  all  who  were  disposed  to  listen 
to  him. 

The  reading-room  has  been  open  daily 
from  morning  to  night,  and  has  been  well 
supplied  with  newspapers  and  other  reading 
matter. 

Many  cases,  in  winch  sea-firing  men 
ashore' have  applied  for  relief,  have  been 
carefully  enquired  into  by  Mr.  C'urran,  and 
in  some  instances,  where  it  seemed  needful, 
help  has  been  given  either  in  money  or  in 
food  and  clothing;  and  many  have  been 
thus  assisted  to  obtain  employment  again. 

The  missionary  is  enjoined  to  give  special 
attention  to  the  sick,  whether  on  board  ship 
or  ashore,  a  most  needful  work  in  a  climate 
such  as  ours. 

As  a  testimony  to  the  indirect  good  done 
by  the  mission  it  was  observed  at  a  late 
committee  meeting,  by  one  in  a  position  to 
udge,  that  there  has  been  in  the  past  year 
Ja  notable  decrease  in  drunkenness  and  dis- 
orderly conduct  amongst  English-speaking 
seamen  ashore.  Such  a  fact  speaks  for  it- 
self. 

Looking  then  thankfully  to  the  past,  and 
hopefully  to  the  future,  your  committee  feel 
sure  that  the  interest  which  the  English  and 
American  residents  of  Rio  have  shown 
hitherto  in  the  mission  will  continue— nay, 
they  hope,  will  increase — and  that  by  their 
means  the  mission  will  become  one  of  the 
institutions  of  this  important  city  and  port.

-Decree  No.  8,342.  of  the  1 71I1  ult,  approves 
provisionally  the  regulations  and  tariffs  adopted  by 
tin-  "Natal  fl  N'ova  Cruz"  railway  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Norte.  The  fare  for  first  class  passengers  is  42^ 
reis  per  kilometer. 

—A  collision  look  place  011  the  central  line  of  the 
Dom  Pedro  II  railway  on  the  14th  inst.,  "between 
Joao  Ayres  and  Manliqueira.  Fortunately  it  result- 
ed in  nothing  worse  than  some  wounds  and  bruises 
to  the  passengers,  and  some  damage  to  the  trains. 

—The  "Harm"  tramway  at  Santos  carried  191,767 
passengers  during  the  last  year.  The  largest  num- 
ber in  one  month  was  in  December  and  the  next 
largest  w-as  in  January,  showing  the  attractiveness 
of  that  pretty  sea-side  resort  during  the  hoi  season. 
—In  view  of  the  contract  between  the  province  of 
Bahia  and  the  Bahia  ami  Miuas  railway  for  the  pay-

It  will  he  the  first  of  Ita  Iflml  in  the  ivor|d, 
anil  bids  fair  to  be  wi  important  addition  to  the 
trade  of  ilii^  city.  Articles  of  incorporation  have 
been  drawn  up  anil  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
brokers  and  someof  the  jobbers  anil  Importers.  As 
soon  as  the  signatures  of  the  others  arc  secured  the 
organization  "ill  be  proceeded  with,  T'  ere  is  no 
opposition  to  tiic  enterprise,  and  the  idea  appears  to 
be  well  received  throughout  the  trade. 

The  intention  is  to  organize  an  Exchange  on  the 
model  -if  the  Produce  and  Cotton  exchanges,  and  to 
enact  uniform  rotes  of  commissions  and  rules  pres- 
cribing grades  fur  coffee  imported.  Samples  of  coffee 
will  be  exhibited  by  all  the  jobbers  ;  "calls"  will  lie 
instituted,  and  coffee  sold  for  future  delivery,  the 
same  as  cotton  and  grain. 

The  object  sought  is  not  so  much  to  facilitate 
.speculation,  though  this  is  a  feature  of  the  enter. 
prise,  as  to  revive  and  restore  the  trade  of  New 
Vork,  Western  cities  are  now  Importing  direct  and 
often  undersell  New  Vork.  R|o  do  Janeiro,  by  its 
cable  communication,  thoroughly  understands  our 
market;  and  her  merchants  instead  of  stilling  to  our 
importers,  are  consigning  goods  to  this  market  and 
disposing  of  them  through  agents.  Then,  auction 
sales  have  been  instituted,  which  the  brokers  claim 
will  drive  them  out  of  the  business,  Altogether, 
the  trade  is  sold  to  be  in  an  extremely  unsatisfactory
